These rea were made _ in 
defence by some of the 12 men at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning when 
they were charged with robbing a 
junk in British waters on the night of 
March 14. 

It was alleged that the men, in an- 
other boat, pursued a cargo junk, 
fired between 20 and 30 shots and 
compelled it to stop. The occupants 
of the cargo junk were searched and 
their personal belongings were taken 
away. The men also transferred the 
cargo from the junk to their own 
’ boats. 

Later, accused, when arrested off 
Conic Island, were. ‘in possession of 
two boats in which were found some of 
the stolen property. 


ACCUSED’S STORIES 


This morning, accused stated that 
they were fokis and that the pirated 
junk and their boats belonged to the 
same owner. The cargo, they urged, 
was distributed among the three. boats. 

The junk sailed ahead and they fol- 
lowed. A Japanese boat fired, they 
alleged, on the junk. They turned back 
and escaped, but the junk was stop~ 
ped by the Japanese and plundered. 

They claimed that the property 
found consisted of their own belonging 
and that the complainants were lying. 

Four of the accused were dis« 
charged, being given the benefit of 
the doubt. 

The remainder were sentenced to 
three years’ hard labeur.

- The enormous losses they 
suffered and the saflents created by 
those successes rendered them In- 
capable of standing up to Allied 
counter-strokes. ; 
Leading Syrian newspapers, sum- 

ming up events, strike an optimistic 
note, expressing entire faith in the 
Allies and confidence in ultimate vie- 


tory 
War Is Not One Battle 


There is no justification for pes- 
simism, says ‘one paper. War is not only 
one: battle, especially in the current 
war, the parallel of which is unknown 
in history. 

It is a series of battlés in which the 
belligerents face defeats and victories 
but the last word will be for those who 
ean’ stick to the end. 

Germany will pay dearly for every 
inch of the advance and is in a hurry 
while the Allies are not. . 

The German advance on the wes- 
tern front Is much less.than in the 
Jast war and there Is no room, for 
pessimism. - 

We have hundreds of reasons for 
saying the Allies will ultimately win 
the war and generations will sing their 
victory for dges to come.—Reuter.

British propaganda is so bad that 
Britain’s naval action at Narvik — at 
that time the most decisive and daring - 
of the war — was heralded in America 
as a “British defeat.” . 

It was announced on the U.S. ‘radio 
that after two. British destroyers had 
been lost, the rest retired to sea. There . 
was no mention of the. triumphant 
sinking of seven Nazi merchant ships 
or the three burning enemy destroyers.

Four or five armoured divisions are 
believed to be employed in this par- 
ticular sector alone.

“On Sunday, the Germans claimed to 
have taken St. Quentin; this seems 
to: have been premature. Yesterday, 
they claimed to be beyond St. Quen- 
tin and to be pushing towards Peronne. 


French sources, however, say that 
there is heavy fighting to the east, 
at Cambrai. There is no clear-cut 
“front” -here, ‘however, and - the Ger- 
mans are encountering resistance 
everywhere. 


AISNE FIGHTING 


: German attacks on the Aisne and 
at Montmedy show. that they are still 
trying to widen the “bulge’’ south- 
wards and break its southern 
shoulder. Attempts to cross the 
Aisne have only been local “surprise” 
attacks; only one or two units got 
across on Sunday and these were 
rounded up during the night by the 
French. 


It is indicated in Paris that al- 
though in this sector, the fighting is, 
comparatively ‘speaking, small, yet 
it would be important if the enemy 
established advanced points - south’ of 
the river. 

At Montmedy, the Germans are 
battering away at the northern out- 
osts of the Maginot Line, particu- 
ay at the Montmedy bridge-head, 
where strong Infantry attacks are. 
‘ gupported by heavy artillery fire.
